Abbekerk Sylvius Lad and Temple Farm Belle Take Championships — 
Numbers Down But Quality Well Maintained 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


fully fine show at the 11th Annual Royal Winter Fair 
of Canada, November 16 to 24. The numbers were 
down slightly from last year’s record breaking total of 
279 for this event, the decrease coming principally in the 
falling off of Ontario entries. This may be explained in 
part from the fact the various provincial governments 
outside of Ontario pay the shipping expenses of exhibitors 
to the Royal, while Ontario, the home of the show, does 
not grant this concession to exhibitors. However, twenty- 
seven exhibitors succeeded in breaking into the prize list 
(compared with thirty-five last year) and the total actually 
shown was 199 head. Most of the better known herds 
that showed last year were again on hand, exceptions 
from Ontario being Hemlock Park Farms, Wm. Jones & 
Son, C. R. Bollert, ete. As last year, the leading winners 
were M. L. McCarthy’s Lonsdale Farm, Sussex, New 
Brunswick; C. P. R. Supply Farm, Strathmore, Alberta; 
Hays & Company, Calgary, Alberta; J. Walter Jones, 
Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island; Raymondale and 
Mount Victoria Farms of Quebec, and Stevenson Farms 
of Ontario. These seven exhibitors accounted for all of 
the first prize winnings of the show, Stevenson and Ray- 
mondale Farms having two first prizes each, while the 
other five mentioned accounted for four apiece, a striking 
indication of the closeness of the competition through- 
out. Five different exhibitors won championship or re- 
serve championship honors. 
For the second time in the history of the show, both 
grand championships go to one exhibitor, this honor being 


Ciuty’tne Holstein breeders staged another wonder- 


taken by M. L. McCarthy on his two veterans—Abbekerk 
Sylvius Lad and Temple Farm Belle. (Mount Victoria 
had both in 1926—Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and Oakhurst 
Colantha Abbekerk). This is the third consecutive year 
that Mr. McCarthy has had grand champion male and he 
has been knocking at the championship door for females 
for the past four years, having the reserve grand cham- 
pion of this section on all four occasions. Both junior 
championships went to Alberta, C. P. R. having the winner 
in the male section, and Hays & Company the best junior 
heifer. Hays & Company also had the reserve grand 
champion male, a son of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, while 
Walter Jones, of Prince Edward Island, had the reserve 
grand champion female in a three-year-old daughter of 
Abegweit Pluto. Reserve junior championship honors 
went to Walter Jones and Tom Dolson. C. P. R. Supply 
Farm had the honor of winning the largest number of 
ribbons in the open classes, a total of 29, followed by Hays 
& Company with 26, Raymondale with 24, Stevenson 
Farms with 21, McCarthy and Walter Jones with 20. C. P. 
R. also had eight second prizes in addition to their four 
firsts for the largest total of red and blue ribbons. Mount 
Victoria Farms took no championships, but had the coveted 
get of sire award for Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, carrying 
with it the beautiful Haley & Lee trophy, and altogether 
in the show a total of five first places were won by the 
offspring of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, a showing ap- 
proached by no other sire here.

tive year, and did his usual workmanlike job, finishing in 
two days, instead of the customary three at this show. 
Ringside interest was well maintained throughout with 
many visitors from the States among the number. De- 
tailed comment on the animals and classes will appear in 
connection with the listing of the awards. 

The Bull Classes 

Aged Bulls (7) 

Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, who has won more grand cham- 
pionships than any other bull of the breed, or probably of 
any breed, once more headed this class and went through 
his third consecutive Royal grand championship and his 
fourth altogether, thus beating the record of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst, champion in 1926-28 and 29. This is his 
ninth season of active campaigning, and he has undoubtedly 
traveled more miles by railroad than any other animals in 
the history of the breed. He is not out in quite as good 
form as last year, showing some of the effects of his years 
of campaigning, being somewhat stiffened up and not show- 
ing quite the bloom of former years. He still retains his 
style and character, and his general balance and smooth- 
ness carried him above the Hays & Company entry, Mont- 
vic Rag Apple Hartog, a bull of more massive substance 
but not quite as clean-cut in the shoulder, nor as level in 
the pins as his veteran competitor. The son of Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst, however, was good enough to go through 
for reserve senior and reserve grand championship. Third 
place went to Montvic Rag Apple Baron, another son of 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, in service at Mount Victoria 
Farms, and shown here in the name of Charles Hodgson 
and Mount Victoria Farms. This bull was reserve grand 
champion in last year’s show in three-year-old form, but 
has not bodied down quite enough to carry him higher in 
the aged class. Brookholm Inka 27th, another four-year- 
old who will be remembered as All-American Junior Year- 
ling in 1927, was in fourth position for Raymondale. Barely 
out of the three-year-old class, he showed at a disadvan- 
tage in size and it was an extremely close fit between 
him and Mount Victoria’s Baron bull for third positon.

Kerk 
Count De Kol, the Walter Jones entry, in second place, 
was also runner-up in the two-year-old class in much the 
same competition last year. He is a rather cleaner-cut 
bull than the winner, but lacking sufficient scale to put 
him to the top of the class.

Two-Year-Old Bulls (7) 

This was a most excellent class and very interesting 
from the fact that most of the entries had staged a very 
stern battle for honors in the yearling class last year. 
This year’s winner, Hays’ Johanna De Kol, was the second 
prize yearling last year. He has now developed more 
middle, which was where he lacked last year, and is an eg- 
pecially well-balanced and stylish bull. Hays’ Supreme, Re- 
serve All-American Junior Yearling last year, now owned 
by James R. Henderson, Portsmouth, Ont., moved up into 
second pace. He carries somewhat more middle than the 
winner and gave him a real battle for honors. The winner 
has more width in the pins and is rather cleaner cut in 
the throat. Last year’s yearling winner and Reserve All- 
American Senior Yearling, Strathmore C. Koba Fairchild, 
who has been doing so well with the C. P. R. herd, was 
forced down to third place under these good Hays bred 
bulls. He has not grown out to show the size of the two 
placing above him. Jim Fair Echo, who has been a money 
winner since his calf days for Innisfree, Limited, always 
being about the biggest animals in his class, was in fourth 
place, and last year’s All-American Junior Yearling, Strath- 
more Wayne Koba, was in fifth for C. P. R. last year’s 
All-American Junior Yearling, Strathmore Wayne Koba, 
was in fifth for C. P. R.

Yearling Bulls (13) 


This class brought out the junior champion in the C. P. 
R. entry, Strathmore McKinley Senator, last year’s Re- 
serve All-American Bull Calf. He is a big, strong fellow, 
well-balanced throughout. The C. N. E. junior champion, 
Tom Dolson’s Cornucopia Lad Posch, made a very close 
fit for second place. He has a little more dairy quality 
and perhaps a bit more character. The fit was so close 
that the second prize winner went through to reserve jun- 
ior championship over one of the best calves we have seen 
in many a day. Sir Sylvius Pabst Posch, a son of the first 
prize three-year-old bull from Stevenson Farms, was in 
third place, much the same type of bull as the Dolson 
entry. The Stevenson calf placed second last year to the 
Senator. Raymondale Falcon, a son of Brookholm Inka 
27th, was in fourth position for Raymondale, he being 
the third prize calf last year.

been his program. He has used the 
same practicality with regard to his 
breeding program in building his herd 
to one of the Pacific Coast’s largest 
and finest herds. Starting with a 
mixed herd, later obtaining a pure bred Holstein sire and 
within a few years securing five pure bred foundation fe- 
males, he has, through his knowledge of dairy cattle 
breeding built his herd up to an average production of 356 
pounds of fat per cow per year with almost 100 cows 
in the milking herd on twice-a-day milking under cow 
testing association conditions. High production per cow 
has always been paramount in the breeding program but 
with this on an equal basis has been the requirement 
for type. The herd is one of the West’s most uniform for 
good type. 

The breeding program has not been one-sided. Good 
herd sires have been purchased and used, but always at 
a minimum of cash outlay, and always with the require- 
ment that they must come from good producing families. 
Females that have been purchased, as well as those that 
have been bred, must be high producing and good breed- 
ing animals to remain in the herd. It is a safe statement 
to make that as much study is given in this herd to re- 
taining or disposing of a female as is given by many to the 
selection of their senior herd sire. Surely the Holstein 
breeders of the Pacific Coast can have confidence in 
placing their interests in the hands of this practical dairy- 
man and breeder. 


Mr. Luscher was born in Aargau Canton, in the Suhr 
Valley, Switzerland, March 17, 1865. In 1887 he came to 
America, working first on a farm near Rochester, New 
York, for $15.00 a month and his board. About four 
months later he moved to Humboldt County, California, 
where he worked until April 1893. Anxious to see more 
of America, he went to San Francisco, where he stayed 
for two weeks, and then decided to return to Switzerland 
to visit his mother once more. After a brief visit there 
he returned to America, stopping in at the World’s Fair 
at Chicago, and again returning to the same farm in 
California, where he stayed until June 15th, 1895. Seek- 
ing a spot that he would like to call his permanent home 
he decided to see more of this country, and purchased 
a ticket over the Northern Pacific for Shelbyville, Ken- 
tucky, coming via Portland, Oregon. He spent three days 
in Portland and incidentally called on Miss Elise Anna 
Gloor, a fine Swiss lass, who had come over on the same 
boat with him from Switzerland on his last trip. Three 
weeks of traveling through the South and the East again 
found him back in Portland, and again calling on the 
same fine Swiss lassie, only this time he stayed and ever 
since the fine Swiss lassie has been Mrs. J. Luscher. 


Later in the same year he purchased the herd of the 
Portland Dairy, near Hillsdale, with what money he had 
been able to save. They remained there until 1902, milk- 
ing sixty cows and running their own milk routes in 
Portland. In 1902 he purchased a dairy herd near Clarnie, 
now Parkrose, just east of Portland, and moved to this 
newly rented farm. This brought the total number of his 
herd up to 175 milking cows. In 1905 he purchased 1,240 
acres just east of Portland, near Fairview, and has re- 


P. A, 


JAKE LUSCHER “Dad” Frakes of Scappoose, Oregon, 


won both championships, the bull 

championship on Lunde Oregon De 

Kol 25563, and the female champion- 

ship on his aged cow, Chloe Mechthilde 49535. John L, 

Smith, of Spokane, was showing his herd under the 

firm name of Hazelwood Co., and had a splendid heifer 

that the Luschers liked very much. They watched this 

heifer, Hazelwood Natsey Jewel 80639, a daughter of Sir 

Natsey Baker, win her class, and later go to junior cham- 

pionship. Her type appealed to them and _ before the 

show was over they had purchased her half brother, Sir 

Natsey 38666, by the same sire, and who was then just 
a senior calf. 

The results obtained through the use of Sir Natsey 
on grade cows convinced Mr. Luscher that he should 
obtain a few good pure bred breeding cows. So in 1910 
he bought three pure bred Holstein cows from Theo. 
Kruse, of Portland. These three cows, Phoebe Veeman 
2d’s De Kol 70180, Phoebe Veeman Beryl Wayne 837, 
and Ruby Belle Bonheur 2d 92369, were the original pur- 
chase. The first named cow was a doubie ap oy ee 
ter of Lamb De Kol Pietertje, the second — by Beryl 
Wayne De Kol Paul, and both were bred by W. Wick- 
wire, of Hubbardsville, N. Y. The third posi cow 
was by a son of De Kol 2d’s Paul De Kol Prince, and was 
bred by F. G. Johnston & Co., Columbus, Ohio. All three 
cows were purchased by Mr. Kruse from W. B. Barney, 
of Hampton, Ia. 


In 1912 he purchased two more pure bred cows, Wapato 
Blue Bell Hengerveld 132656, and Wapato Hyacinth Hen- 
gerveld 132657, full sisters from Thomas Carmichael, of 
Gaston, Oregon. Their dam was a daughter of Lunde 
Oregon De Kol, and their sire, Clothilde Grace’s Sir 
Hengerveld 27484, a son of Manor De Kol, was bred by 
Henry Stevens and Sons, of Lacona, New York. 


About this same time Ruby Belle Bonheur 24d’s son, 
Marilla Plum Prince 6th, 94335, sired by Marilla Plum 
Prince 37731, Theo Kruse’s senior sire, was ready for 
service. Marillo Plum Prince was a famous show bull in 
the Pacific Northwest in his time, and was shown ex- 
tensively over the circuit for several years. After a num- 
ber of years this bull was sold to a breeder in Coos 
County, Oregon, for $250, an unusually high price for a 
bull in those days on the Pacific coast. 


A fairly good sized herd was now in the making at 
the Luscher farm. Five daughters alone were left by 
Phoebe Veeman Beryl Wayne. In fact with the many 
other grade cows in the herd it was found necessary to 
obtain an additional herd sire. Sir Bessie Aaggie Inka 
118525, bred by David Monroe, of Spokane, Wash., was 
finally selected. This bull proved to be a fortunate choice. 
He had a right to be a good bull too, being by a son of 
Johanna Bonheur Sir Fayne and out of a daughter of 
Homestead Jr. De Kol. Many very fine producing cows 
were left by him, the most noted of which is Bessie Vee- 
man Aaggie De Kol 332511, with 979.9 pounds of fat and 
32,012.9 pounds of milk. This record was made at the 
Luscher farm. Her dam was by Marilla Plum Prince 6th,

never again break into print on the subject of ex- 

ploiting Holstein milk. Then I read a most stimulat- 
ing editorial on milk standardization (see World October 
22, 1932, p. 12), and today in my copy of November 19, 
1932, p. 9, an excellent letter to the editor,—“Why Not 
Advertise Holstein Milk?” by Mr. A. L. Jones, vice presi- 
dent Michigan Holstein-Friesian Association. 

This is a knock on the door right where I live. I open 
it, invite Mr. Jones (all of you), in; formalities are waived 
and we get right to work. 

In each of the two articles there is nothing said about 
Holstein milk but what. I have been clamoring for, except 
in his well written letter, Mr. Jones has stressed a point 
that makes the bell jingle violently. Here is a new angle 
of approach to certain types of people (women in particu- 
lar); “Nourishing but not too Fattening.” Here is a new 
sales slogan. It should be extensively worked. 


Read some of the advertisements employed in putting 
over the idea of reducing weight in fat people. In making 
individuals believe that they can become really beautiful; 
they sure drive home and come back with real money. 
For instance: Through a local shop window I viewed a 
beautifu], all in color display of a certain well advertised 
line of facial and tissue beautifying requisites. On a splen- 
didly designed placard I read and copied, in part, the fol- 
lowing: 

(NAME OMITTED because out of place here) 

“Renowned Beauty Specialist” 
“in her New York Laboratory” 

“personally compounding her priceless formulas for 

attaining and retaining youth and beauty and for 

vouthifying” (a wonderful word) ‘faces beginning 
to show age.” 

On opposite side window another gloriously composed 
pictorial card 

(SAME NAME,—again not mentioned as World 

cannot run on gratuitious advertising) 

“Dean of Beauty Scientists creating her famous 
creams and unguents, lotions and cosmetiques of 
rarest herbs, floral essences, gathered from every 
corner of the globe.” 

And they do sell. “You're telling me?” Yes,—then 
“how,” and even more. 


Along this line of thought, there is only one objection 
to the beautifying suggestion of Mr. Jones. Holstein 
milk,—wonderful as it is,—cannot bring about facial beau- 
tifycations as quickly as do the above mentioned types of 
toilet requisites, but this is to be said of Holstein milk,— 
whenever it has accomplished the miracle of glowing skin, 
and properly tinted lips and cheeks, they are there to stay. 
They are “kiss-proof;” neither will they rub or wash off; 
they are there to stay,—the new keeper, Good Health sees 
to that. 


What was the Holstein-Friesian cow created for any- 
way? MILK. Not merely for profit, but that this milk 
which is so physically and chemically constituted, more 
so than the lacteal product of any other breed of dairy 
cattle, would assure its consumer of greater “Health, 
Vitality, Nutrition’. These three potent words sum up a 
magic of personal beauty never acquired by the compounds 
from “priceless formulas”, of the cosmetic arts. Hon. 
Frank O. Lowden has well said that “the nearest approach 
to the fabled fountain of youth is the udder of the dairy 
(Holstein cow) cow.” 


So many have talked or written as to why Holstein 
milk is best that we omit mention of it here—save pos- 
sibly, one . It is all very well that we tell certain others 
of the Holstein Cow for Profit, but we have too long neg- 
lected to acquaint lay-people with the merits of her prod- 
uct,—milk. A dairy cow is a veritable machine,—turning 
out a specific piece of work,—the product of the machine, 
just as a lathe or other manufacturing device is a machine. 
When we buy an automobile or a cigar, are we more con- 
cerned about the plant that made it, or are we more 
interested in the product of these plants,—the automobile 
and the cigar? 

Think you that the mental attitude of a milk buying 


G fever a times I have promised myself that I would 


public is any different in this principle? They are more 
interested in the product,—not the factory that makes it. 
What they want is a quart of real milk; milk that will 
aid in building ‘Health, Vitality and Nutrition”. They are 
not at all concerned with the machine that makes it, un- 
less they are told and are convinced that our particular 
machine,—the Holstein cow,—turns out a milk best suited 
to their nutritional needs. 

Believe it or not, but as producers of Holstein milk, we 
have paid too much attention to the machine; too little 
to the merits of its products. Read the various breed 
journals,—their advertisements in general dairy maga- 
zines. Note how they feature the milk of specific breeds; 
color,—per cent of fat, and now because they show more 
progressiveness, and have acquired a Nationwide better 
start, they are claiming for one breed a higher percentage 
of soft-curd cows within their breed than is to be found 
in any other. They are over-capitalizing this feature in 
their milk. Distributors are featuring soft-curd milk from 
this breed,—physicians and _ dietitians are becoming 
much interested in this subject; sales are increasing. 

I have heard nothing like this from our breeders except 
in our own little corner of New England. A few of us are 
featuring soft-curd Holstein milk. The product having a 
curd tension of 30 or less igs actually working wonders 
hereabout. For years I have many times written in 
columns of the World about Holsteins exceeding in pro- 
ducing milk having the softest and easiest digested curd. 
It is only quite recently that Prof. R. L. Hill of Utah suc- 
ceeded in inventing a mechanical device by means of 
which curd-softness of milk from individual cows, or from 
herds, may be quickly determined after artificially curding 
che milk. The amount of weight expressed in grams re- 
quired to force a peculiarly constructed series of knife 
edges through this prepared curd is directly read off on 
the instrument ag numbers; each number represents the 
weight in grams required to push the knife edges through 
the curd. These numbers are expressed as curd tension. 
In cows of the same breed, or in a mixed herd, they may 
vary from 8 to 200. Herd milk testing 40 or less ig a satis- 
factory and easily digested milk; 30 grams or less is 
better, while 20 and below is ideal milk suitable for small- 
est infants to consume and digest without modification 
whatever,—except in some cases small amounts of car- 
bohydrates may be added. Space does not permit further 
discussion here. If any are interested to know more about 
soft-curd milk we will gladly submit a copy of the letter 
mailed to physicians and mothers, which is being used by 
our local Grade A Raw Milk Association. 

In my personal laboratory we are making curd tests on 
milks from individual cows of all the dairy breeds. Al- 
though we have curd-tested hundreds to date, we shall 
continue this work until we have done several thousands, 
in order that I may prove or disprove my personal conten- 
tion that the Holstein breed yields the softest-curd of all 
the dairy breeds. So far my results show Holsteins to 
exceed in soft-curd milk over the following breeds tested 
to date: Ayrshire, Brown Swiss, Guernsey and Jersey, 
although extremely low tension curd-tests occur in mem- 
berg of every breed. 

If agreeable to all concerned, I may continue later with 
a tabulation of several hundred animals whose milk has 
been curd-tested in this laboratory. 

For the present, I want to add my “mite” to that of Mr. 
Jones and any others who still believe in the dairy attri- 
butes of the Holstein-Friesian. I have repeatedly said, 
and for this I have criticized, that there was a very con- 
certed effort to displace the Holstein-Friesian with fatter 
milk, or with one of deeper color. I have previously ex- 
pressed my personal views, have furnished valid proof of 
the statements as to nutritional qualities existing in Hol- 
stein milk, in that splendid organ of our breed,—The Hol- 
stein-Friesian World. 

I reiterate that the milk from our great dairy breed 
comes nearest to complying with the full meaning of our 
slogan,—Health—Vitality—Nutrition—than the milk from 
any other dairy breed. Standardize if we must, but we 
would not have to do so, if we could only get the milk

Holstein Milk 

R. A. L. JONES, in his Round Table letter last time 
M evidently struck a responsive chord in the minds 

of Holstein breeders on the subject of marketing 
Holstein milk, judging from the numerous letters and com- 
ments we have received. Of particular interest is the 
discussion by Prof. Franklin N. Strickland of Rhode Is- 
land, a practical authority on this subject, published on 
another page of this issue. We recommend this to the 
attention of our readers and invite comment. 

As we pointed out editorially in commenting on Mr. 
Jones’ letter, the problem is one of organization to develop 
an adequate marketing system and provide it with the 
funds necessary for effective work along this line. It is 
a subject that challenges the best thought of our industry 
at this time. 

In the meantime, New York, New Jersey and several 
other states are studying the subject of standardization 
in relation to its possibilities for meeting the immediate 
situation in which some Holstein herd owners find them- 
selves. While the marketing of Holstein milk under 
the breed label is a subject that appeals to our pride 
as Holstein breeders and is perhaps the sound solution 
of the problem for the permanent welfare of the breed, 
plans for standardizing milk seem to us to provide a 
much quicker avenue of relief for herd owners who in 
the present situation are encountering some milk market- 
ing difficulties, and we do not feel that this project should 
be abandoned by those who have been working in its be- 
half even though some tangible plan is developed looking 
toward the marketing of natural Holstein milk on a broad 
scale. We can see no inconsistency in proceeding vig- 
orously along both lines. 
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A Far-reaching Action 


UCH discussion throughout live stock circles has 
M been aroused during the past few months over New 

York’s new Bang’s disease quarantine order. Since 
October 1, when this order went into effect, no importa- 
tion of dairy cattle has been permitted into New York 
State except from accredited abortion-free herds. The 
State of Wisconsin, vitally interested in its cattle trade 
with New York, is backing a suit brought in the name of 
Mintz & Mintz, Wisconsin cattle dealers, in U. S. District 
Court, challenging the right of a state to impose such 
restriction upon interstate commerce. New York State 
is defending the action, which is brought directly against 
Charles H. Baldwin, individually, and as Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Markets of the State of New York. 

The case was argued in U. S. District Court in Albany, 
on November 19, before Judge Hand of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals and District Judges Cooper and Bryant. At 
this writing no decision has been handed down, although 
it is expected to be forthcoming with the next few days, 
probably before this issue reaches its readers. Which- 
ever side is aggrieved by the decision will have a direct 
appeal to the Supreme Court of the United States. The 
case will be entitled to preference, which will probably 
permit of a final determination within the next few 
months, perhaps by February. 

Representing Commissioner Baldwin is Henry F. Man- 
ley, counsel for the Department, who is also acting for 
Attorney-General Bennett. Representing the plaintiffs are 
Whalen, McNamee, Credle and Nichols, and R. M. Orchard, 
Assistant Attorney-General of Wisconsin. 

Mr. Whalen, presenting the argument for the plaintiffs, 
did not press the point that the regulations were unreason- 
able but directed his argument largely to the proposi- 
tion that the Federal Government through the Cattle 
Quarantine Act in 1903-1905 had made complete and ex- 
clusive provision to regulate interstate shipment of cattle, 
citing a precedent in earlier action in which the States 
of Oregon and Washington were involved relating to quar- 
antine against poultry and plant diseases. 

Mr. Manley, for the defendant, cited a decision by the 
Supreme Court of the United States in 1905, upholding the 
quarantine order imposed by the State of Kansas. Mr. 
Manley also called attention to the fact that the Federal 
Secretary of Agriculture had given the same practical 
interpretation to the cattle quarantine act and has en- 
couraged state to adopt various sorts of restriction, par- 
ticularly those relative to Bang’s disease. Mr. Manley 
argued that any decision now which presented a new and 
contrary interpretation upon the Cattle Quarantine Act 
would produce tremendous confusion in all 48 States of 
the Union. 


The outcome of this case will be watched with keen 
interest, not only by breeders and live stock men gen- 
erally, but also by state officials throughout the country 
because of the bearing the final decision is likely to have 
upon all state health quarantine measures affecting live 
stock and interstate commerce. 

We had hoped, and at one time it appeared probable, 
that the whole question would be amicably settled by nego- 
tiation to the satisfaction of both New York and Wis- 
consin, but for a number of reasons we rather welcome 
this action, which will definitely settle the right of a state 
in such matters. Certainly there is much confusion at 
present existing in the various state regulations govern- 
ing the importation of live stock, particularly in the matter 
of abortion. In the offing lies the possibility of further 
restriction in the matter of mastitis. Certainly, it would 
be unfortunate from the standpoint of our pure bred ecat- 
tle breeding industry if barriers were erected at the vari- 
ous state lines in such a way as to interfere seriously with 
legitimate interstate trade. 


In the meantime, so far as the New York situation is 
concerned, we are informed by counsel for the New York 
Department, that the abortion quarantine regulation is in 
full force and effect to everybody except Mintz Brothers, 
in whose name a temporary injunction was secured. 

When this quarantine order was first announced about 
September 1, we were concerned over its effect upon 
legitimate trade in pure bred breeding cattle and urged 
upon Commissioner Baldwin the admission of such animals 
from other states and provinces under special permit, and 
as has been announced in these columns, such a system 
was set up in connection with the enforcement of this 
order. The one unfortunate angle of bringing the whole 
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matter into court is that Commissioner Baldwin, upon 
advice of counsel, finds it necessary to abandon the idea 
of granting such special permits until the final determina- 
tion of this case in the Supreme Court. This is a develop- 
ment we very much regret, but can see the force of the 
argument from the legal standpoint at this particular 
time. Both parties in the case, however, are desirous of 
reaching final determination as promptly as possible, and 
we hope, therefore, that within the next couple of months 
or so the present uncertainties may have been ended and 
the whole subject worked out in a way that will be satis- 
factory to the breeding interests of the whole country.

bination that won first place at the Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress. The group, commencing farthest from 
the camera, is made up of Man-O-War 30th, Mar-O-War 
62d, Empire Ormsby Man-O-War Esther and Empire Lassie 
Ormsby Maid, the same individuals that composed the 
All-American Get of Sire in 1931. Waterloo was the only 
show in 1932 where this particular combination was 
shown, the Esther heifer being on test and promising 
1,000 lbs. fat this year in four-year-old form. With a two- 
year-old sister in the group in place of Esther, the Man-O- 
War “get of sire” has previously won at Eastern States 


Exposition, Brockton, Mass., New York, Iowa and Missouri 
State Fairs. 


This particular picture was taken at Maytag Dairy 
Farms where all four of these animals are now owned, 
it having been impossible to get a picture of the group at 
Waterloo because of the fact that Empire Lassie Ormsby 
Maid freshened immediately after the judging and was not 
in shape to appear satisfactorily in such a picture before 
the show closed. This picture was taken about a month 
later. Man-O-War 30th has gone through the season un- 
defeated in the aged bull class, winning first at all of the 
shows mentioned above and being grand champion at all 
of them except New York State Fair and Brockton, where 
he was beaten out for a grand championship by his two- 
year-old stable-mate, Prince Ormsby Aaggie Homestead. 
Man-O-War 62d, the other bull in the group, placed second 
to the Prince two-year-old just mentioned at most of the 
shows of this circuit until he came to Waterloo where he 
was forced down to fourth place under the two sterling 
Elmwood two-year-olds. Esther was third prize four-year- 
old heifer at Waterloo, while Maid was undefeated in the 
four-year-old class over the above circuit, taking grand 
championship at Eastern States Exposition and New York 
and Missouri State Fairs, and Brockton Fair. 


Last year, when this group went through to All-Ameri- 
can honors, Esther was the only one of the four owned 
by Maytag Dairy Farms, but during the year the other 
three were purchased by Mr. Maytag, and have continued 
to bring distinguished honors not only to Man-O-War, their 
sire, Wm. Schmidt’s Sons, of Minnesota, the breeder of 
all four, and to Maytag Dairy Farms, the owner. Our 
congratulations to all who have been concerned in the 
breeding, development and exhibition of this grand display 
of Holstein type and production.

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


THE TROUBLE: It is well agreed that one of our main 
troubles and causes of the depression is the low prices 
being paid for agricultural products and the consequent 
shrinkage of the farmers’ income. When you count every- 
one connected with land, as worker or owner, you will find 
about one-half of all our population or 60,000,000 people. 
When one-half of the country’s pupulation can no longer 
buy, the purchasing power of the rest very rapidly be- 
comes affected most seriously. 


THE CAUSE: Doubtless the greatest single cause of 
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the ruinous prices for farm products is the replacement of 
horse power by gasoline power. There were, as nearly as 
can be ascertained, some 60,000,000 horses and mules in 
our country. There are now said to be but 12,000,000. If 
that is so we did have 48,000,000 more than now exist. 
Forty-eight million horses and mules ate daily about 12,- 
000,000 bushels of corn or its oat or other equivalent, to- 
gether with some 500,000 tons of hay. It took three or 
four hundred million acres of farms to produce this feed, 
giving employment to 5,000,000 men and boys. The popu- 
lation involved could well be less than 10,000,000. And 
there was, in addition, a great multitude who were 
formerly engaged in raising these horses, in working them 
and in feeding and caring for them in the towns and 
cities, and in transporting them, and all they ate, to the 
places where they were worked. Five times the weight 
of a man is a conservative estimate of the weight of a: 
horse, but five times 48,000,000 is 240,000,000. They 
weighed more than twice as much as does the entire popu- 
lation of the United States. This cause is certainly not a 
small thing, yet it has been, practically, overlooked. Pos- 
sibly this is because, seemingly, so little can be done 
about it. 


THE REMEDIES: The most obvious remedy is to bring 
back the horses. However, excepting on the smaller farms 
and certain places where horses are adaptable and will be 
profitable, this cannot be done without definite help. And 
while this will only help as a remedy, the times are 80 
serious that the doing of everything possible along such a 
line is surely fully warranted. 


Gasoline power has just come too soon or much too 
rapidly, and everything should now be done to partially 
retard its use and not to accelerate it by such short sighted 
things as the remission of taxes on farm used gasoline. 
The government should take at least one-half of the retail 
price of gasoline, giving most of the monies, so collected, 
back to the state where collected. Taxes on automobiles 
should be raised and those on tractors and trucks made 
almost prohibitory. That on trucks is just because of the 
injury done by them to the highways and their effect on 
the railroads, the tremendous values of which are dimin- 
ishing rapidly. 

When a country can easily feed twice as many people 
as live in it, its population should be systematically in- 
creased as rapidly as proper immigrants can be located 
and orderly brought to it. It may seem paradoxical to ad- 
vocate immigration when there is a maximum, of unem- 
ployment, but people make work. If we had to feed and 
house three or four million additional people each year, it 
would soon make a difference. On the other hand if the 
population is to be stationary, how can a city or a state 
grow excepting by her neighbor’s loss? Shall we limit the 
building trades to repairs and maintenance generally and 
to public buildings, etc., which must stop sometime? Why 
build a new building if there is no one to buy or even rent 
the old one? Such policies will soon place these workers, 
and they are almost there, in the same fix in which we find 
the farmer. Will they be as patient? A very large part 
of the cost of buildings is freight. With the farmers and 
the builders stopped it will amount to the stopping of the 
railroads, whose employees form the third largest class 
of wage earners; those who soon spend all they earn. If 
anything, short of a miracle, will then start the factories, 


it will be a most glorious and acceptable blessing to our 
nation. 


Everything, or its logical substitute, that can be pro- 
duced, agriculturally, in our country should have as a pro- 
tection thereof a prohibitive tariff. Sugar for all our needs 
can be home produced and would put many of our acres in 
beets and cane. An embargo on all imported oils for 
soaps, oleomargarine, waterproofing, paints, toilet articles, 
etc., would boom dairy and cotton farming and otherwise 
use millions of additional acres. Stop bananas and home 
fruits and vegetables will take their place acceptably. 
Many such expedients, to employ our land and our farm- 
ers, can readily be found. 


The remedies are drastic, but the times are desperate. 
Nothing less will help conditions, which failing correct 
analysis, must become steadily worse.

and out of Phoebe Veeman 2d’s De Kol, one of the orig- 
inal foundation cows. Later this bull was sold to Tilla- 
mook County. It is also interesting to know that another 
half-brother of this bull, Sir Bessie Fayne De Kol Fobes 
135692, was also used in Tillamook County. The later 
bull was the sire of Tillamook Daisy Butter King De Kol 
407854, All-American aged cow in 1922 and 1923, and was 
also the sire of Tillamook Lola May De Kol 407853, who 
with her illustrious sister, won All-American Produce of 
Dam the same year. The later bull was in use in the 
Arthur L. Mapes’ herd of Tillamook, Oregon, and who 
was the breeder of both of these cows. 

In the search for the next herd sire they came across 
a bull that was closely related to their 32,000 pound cow 
in King Segis Matador Veeman 242998, a son of Segis 
Walker Matador. This bull proved also to be a fortunate 
choice. He has left many cows that now make up the 
356-pound fat average of the herd. 

In 1925 Segis Pontiac Beets, 327323, was purchased. 
He is by a son of Segis Pontiac De Kol Burke, of Morris 
breeding, of California. He is still in use as senior herd 
sire, having been dropped Feb. 17th, 1920. At the age of 
thirteen years he is still in service and a very active 
bull. Sixteen dam-daughter comparisons prove him to 
‘be transmitting an average production of 425.7 pounds of 
fat against an average 400.5 pounds of fat for their dams. 

Undoubtedly the pet cow of the herd, and one known 
over the entire West, is Alta Hengerveld Posch 425934, 
a daughter by Sir Bracelet Posch. For many years this 
cow, affectionately known as “Silky”, headed the Luscher 
show herd, and was a consistent winner. At the age of 
16 she is still a good breeder and has left a marked in- 
fluence on the herd. One of her sons King Ormsby 
Posch Hengerveld 608021, by K. P. O. P. 35th, is now going 
into heavy service as junior herd sire. Another of the 
present junior herd sires that is being used heavily is 
King Ormsby Segis Matador 561521, by 35th and out of 
Phoebe Veeman Segis Matador, a daughter of one of the 
foundation cows. Both of these young bulls are promis- 
ing to make additional Oregon Holstein history. 

King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 35th, 355215, is still 
another bull that has been used with very good results 
in the herd. About 30 of his daughters are now coming 
into production and are promising well. In another year 
it is expected that a comparison of the records of his 
daughters with those of their dams will show a marked 
improvement. Unfortunately this bull died this past 
winter. 

The Luscher farm in the past has gone under the name 
of Fairview Holstein Farm, with J. Luscher & Sons as 
owners. The boys have faithfully worked with their father 
and mother in building this outstanding breeding estab- 
lishment. The three boys, “Jack”, “Ruddie” and “Babe”, 
have established a reputation with their father of being 
leaders in the Holstein breeding business and in the 
distribution of milk from their herd over their own 
routes in the city of Portland. The entire product of the 
farm is sold as Holstein milk from pure bred Holstein 
cows. They feature the fact that it is Holstein milk 
and that their entire herd is negative to the blood test 
for abortion. At the present time “Ruddie” is in charge 
of the breeding and feeding program, and “Babe” in full 
charge of the retail milk trade, with Mr. Luscher putting 
in a full day every day with the boys in their work. 
Truly this must be a great happiness to him in working 
with his family in this going business that he and Mrs. 
Luscher have devoted so much of their lives to building. 

’ As has been said many time before, “A visit to the 
Pacific International Livestock Show at Portland. is not 
complete for a Holstein breeder until he has visited at 
‘Jake’s House’ ”. Their generous hospitality is never 
forgotten. The joy in singing old Swiss songs, with a 
few from Iowa, Wisconsin and Idaho, are events that leave 
memories that never fade of a home where both young 
and old are glad to visit. Then, too, we must not forget 
the good Trio of Swiss Yodlers, consisting of “Jack”, 
“Ruddie”, and “Babe’’, with daughter Rosalie at the piano. 
And Jake can still sing a bit too, with Mrs. Luscher 
thoroughly enjoying it all and always busying herself 
with the entertainment and comfort of her guests. They 
have built a home life that is most enjoyable to their 
many friends that drop in for a visit with them. The 
Holstein association can well be proud of its new board 
member.

An ideal day for the fair, an enthu- 
siastic ringside, and plenty of good, 
type well-fitted animals which provide 
close competition are requirements 
essential to the success of any dairy 
show. There were all fulfilled at the 
1932 Junior Holstein Show keld in 
connection with the Trenton (New 
Jersey) Inter-State Fair.

Standardization Proposed 

Acting in accordance with instruc- 
tions given by the Executive Com- 
mittee, Mr. Elliott presented the 
matter of Standardization to the 
State Dairy Advisory Committee on 
November 18th. This committee is 
composed of representatives from 
each County Board of Agriculture in 
the state, the various dairy breed as- 
sociations, the college, the Dairy- 
man’s League, and the Inter-State 
Milk Producers’ Association and 
serves in an advisory capacity to the 
State Department of Agriculture on 
dairy matters. 

The committee heard Messrs. 
Elliott, Sheridan, Crissey, Nulton 
and Young, after which a committee 
representing the Holstein, Jersey 
and Guernsey Associations and E. J. 
Perry from the College, was ap- 
pointed to consider the matter 
further and make report at the meet- 
ing of the State Dairy Committee in 
January. Mr. Elliott was made 
chairman of the interbreed commit- 
tee and has called a meeting for 
December 15th. It is hoped that the 
representatives of the various breeds 
will cooperate to the common good 
of all and bring forth a plan through 
which standardization may be legal- 
ized at the forthcoming session of 
the State Legislature. 

About the State 

Fred F. Meyer, Somerville, N. J., 
son of that pioneer Holstein breeder, 
Bernhard Meyer, is building up a 
small select herd of pure breds 
which he is running in the Herd 
Improvement Registry. There are

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Mahwin Johanna Ethel is 
with 787 pounds of fat and 22,481 
pounds of milk in 281 days, and 
last month produced 1,895 pounds 
of milk and 73 pounds of fat. But 
why shouldn’t she produce—she is a 
daughter of King of the Johanna 
Lads and was bred by Mr. Winter. 

F. S. Morton, Franklin Park, has 
sixteen on test, two in B and four- 
teen in C. His year just completed 
presents an average of 10,257 
pounds of milk and 344.7 pounds of 
fat.

many good ones in 
the New Jersey Experimental herd 
at Sussex that one cannot do them 
justice in a limited space. New Jer- 
sey breeders will all be proud to 
know, however, that recent esti- 
mates predict a 500-pound fat aver- 
age in the Herd Improvement Regis- 
try. It is also pleasing to note that 
Forsgate Aaggie Lilly, purchased by 
Prof. Bartlett from Forsgate Farms 
has closed with 16,330 pounds of 
milk and 662.7 pounds of fat 
(4.1%) in Class B at four years of 
age. This record is another feather 
in the cap of King Aaggie Ona 
Prince, who now has 65 daughters 
in the Forsgate herd.

Matador Houwtje Segis 1111573, 
owned by Carnation Milk Farms, 
Seattle, Washington, completed her 


yearly test October 4th and is credited 
with 32,555,0 lbs. milk, average per 
cent 3.3 and 1,069.3 lbs. fat in 365 
days. She was bred by Carnation 
Milk Farms and was sired by Holly- 
wood Houwtje Segis 285134 and out 
of Carnation Matador Aaggie Hartog 
799619. She was tested at the age of 
2 years, 10 months, 3 days and pro- 
duced 18,625.3 lbs. milk containing 
608.7 lbs. fat in 365 days and in the 
305-day period, she was credited with 
15,776.6 Ibs. milk containing 507.3 Ibs. 
fat. During the lactation just com- 
pleted, she had 17 official test periods 
of which three were retests, one a 
three-day check test and one a two- 
day check test taken by a supervisor 
from Oregon. Her production of 1,- 
069.3 lbs. fat gives her 47th place 
among Holstein-Friesian cows produc- 
ing 1,000 lbs. fat and her production 
of 32,555.0 lbs. milk makes her the 
135th Holstein-Friesian cow to pro- 
duce more than 30,000 Ibs. milk. She 
is the 181st Holstein-Friesian cow to 
produce more than 1,000 lbs. fat in a 
year. 

Her sire, Hollywood Houwtje Segis 
285134, has only five daughters with 
A. R. S. O. records, but four of the 
five are 30,000-lb. cows, two have over 
1,000 lbs. fat and two others over 900 
Ibs. fat. The five average 942.6 Ibs. 
fat from 29,857.3 Ibs. milk, which is 
believed to be a world’s record aver- 
age for all sires of all breeds with five 
or more tested daughters. He is the 
only sire of any breed with four 30,- 
000-lb. daughters. This sire is a son 
of Judge Segis, famous grand cham- 
pion and century sire and one of the 
greatest sons of King Segis. 

Her dam is a daughter of the fa- 
mous century sire, Matador Segis 
Walker. She has a seven-day record 
of 16.63 lbs. butter as a senior two- 
year-old but was never tested for the 
year so far as we can learn. 
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Matador Houwtje Segis becomes 
the sixteenth Carnation cow to pro- 
duce over 1,000 lbs. fat and the 27th 
for this establishment above 30,000 
Ibs. milk. We hope to have her pic- 
ture for later publication. 


Quon-quont Stock Farm, 
Mass., reports the sale of Abegweit 
Pluto 20th, recently advertised in 
their World space to Robert E. Wil- 
liams, Ashfield, Mass., this being the 
second bull he has purchased from 
Quon-quont.

Many of the largest records 
in the Southwest have been made in 
this herd, which has been built largely 
on the blood of Piebe Laura Ollie 
Homestead King and Sir. P. O. M. 
37th. Further details will appear 
later. 





THE VU. S. NATIONAL 

The U. S. National Sale keld at 
Waukesha and Watertown, Wiscon- 
sin, on November 15th and 16th, 
proved to be a bargain place for those 
breeders desiring to purchase seed 
stock on the present market values. 
A large crowd was in attendance at 
both sales, fully as large as attended 
any of the previous sales in the U. S. 
National series but when it came to 
paying large prices for females the 
buyers present did not seem to appre- 
ciate the better class of cows that 
were offered, several of the top fe- 
males going for quite a bit less than 
buyers had been paying at private 
treaty in Wisconsin. The bulls sold 
quite a bit better on the average than 
did the female offering, a top of $400 
being reached on Governor Fobes 15th 
a stylish four-year-old son of Governor 
Fobes and whose thirteen nearest 
yearly tested dams averaged nearly 
900 Ibs. of fat in a year. He was 
struck off at the Waukesha to W. H. 
Swartz & Sons of Waukesha, whose 
herd has been in the limelight in re- 
cent years by virtue of their previous 
ownership of the six times All-Amer- 
ican winner, Sir Fobes Ormsby Hen- 
gerveld. Second high price on bulls 
was reached when E. E. Hendricks of 
Watertown, Minnesota, secured Fobes 
Aristocrat for $325. Fobes Aristocrat 
was consigned by Harley Wittig of 
Green Bay, Wis., and a grandson of 
Mercedes Ormsby Aaggie and Wiscon- 
sin Aaggie and Wisconsin Fobes 8th. 
The bull market was active through- 
out—perhaps the most encouraging 
feature of the sale. 

A $115 top on females was reached 
at both the Waukesha and Water- 
town sales, Elmwood Farms of Deer- 
field, Illinois, paying that figure for 
Johanna Aaltje Pietertje Princess, a 
six-year-old daughter of Sir Pietertje 
Model Dell, she was a Grand Cham- 
pion at the Ozaukee County Fair last 
fall and will undoubtedly be seen out 
with the Elmwood show string next 
fall. She had a record of over 500 
Ibs. of fat in C. T. A. work and should 
be a good candidate for a large rec- 
ord in the Elmwood test barn.

Bob Gall of the Wisconsin Industrial 
School for Boys picked up two sisters 
to the Elmwood top at $95 each, one 
of them being a full sister to an 890-

ent. 

The cow market at Watertown was 
a trifle better than at Waukesha as 
there were some out of state buyers 
present who took some of the tops.

standardize our milk will leave a product of varying com. 
position when carried out as suggested above. It is not 
practical for the dairy-farmer to make Babcock tests of 
each lot of milk he produces daily. 


For years, having standardizing of milk in mind, I have 
tried every suggested way, but with more or less unsatis. 
factory results chiefly because the resulting product is 
never certain to be quite the same. However a consider. 
able time ago, I developed the happy (?) thought as to how 
one might get uniform milk standardization from the same 
herd. Mechanical apparatus has been perfected; it has 
been extensively tried out, and found efficient, and if one 
does not try to be too grabiocious, and increase his cream 
content to too great a proportion, there needs to be but 
very little variation or disturbance from too low solids not 
It may not be long before this particular type of 


| apparatus is on the market, and in those instances where 
| the milk-buying public insists on having “depth of cream. 


line”, I really know of no other practical and economica] 
means of accomplishing this result. 


Except through strict interpretation of food laws, there 
should be little or no legal difficulty following this method 
of standardization, as the solids not fat are disturbed but 
little,—far less so than when milk is standardized—by any 


| accepted method other than the addition of certain high 


test milk. Milk adjusted by this newer method still fur. 
nishes more minerals and protein than is contained in 


; normal, human milk. 


| cient milk fat to carry the fat, soluble

But I am for Holstein milk as is, when it tests from 
3.4% to 3.7% without modification through formula or 
standardization, other than to select this milk from cows 
that will yield a milk having a curd tension averaging 
30.40 grams, and for infants and adults having gastric ulcer 
or poor digestion a milk selected to test 20 grams or less, 
Such a milk is ideal and babies actually do better on it 
than on human mothers milk, in a great many instances. 


Lastly, even in low test Holstein milk there is suffi- 
vitamins which 
and maintain health and growth, because these 
animals evidently extract as much A and D vitamins con- 
tained in the same feeding stuffs as do the high fat pro- 
ducing breeds,—storing them properly in their milk. Ob- 
viously the thing to do is to educate consumers as to the 
virtues of Holstein milk. It is possible to prepare advertis- 
ing copy that will present more nutritional truths than 


may be said of any other breed product.
